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SUBJECT: CALLAGHAN-DENKTASH TALK: TURKISH CYPRIOT 
AUTONOMOUS ZONE 

1. ACCORDING TO PCO'S GOODISON, CALLAGHAN PLAYED THIS 
ISSUE IN VERY LOW-KEY DURING HIS TALK WITH DENKTASH 
OCTOBER 22. NOTING REPORTS OP LOOTING IN TURKISH ZONE, 

HE ASKED IP THERE WAS ANYTHING DENKTASH COULD DO TO HELP 
GAIN CONSULAR ACCESS TO BRITISH PROPERTY. DENKTASH AD- 
MITTED LOOTING WAS TAKING PLACE BUT SAID IT WAS VERY 
TOUGH DEALING WITH TURKISH MILITARY. HE DESCRIBED SOME 
OP HIS OWN DIPFICULTIES IN GAINING PERMISSION TO TRAVEL 
NORTH. HE SAID HE WAS TRYING TO RECRUIT MORE POLICEMEN 
TO WATCH ABANDONED HOUSES. 

2. DENKTASH THEN SUGGESTED OWNERS APPLY TO TURKISH 
CLAIMS OPPICE. HE ADDED: "THE PEOPLE LIKE IT TO BE 
CALLED A MINISTRY, YOU KNOW," THUS INDICATING HIS AWARE- 
NESS OP WHAT WAS HAPPENING. 
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3. AT LUNCH DEPUTY UNDERSECRETARY KILLICK REPORTEDLY 
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REVERTED TO THE SUBJECT LIGHTLY. HE MENTIONED BRITISH 
DIEFICULTIES IN DEALING WITH TURK CYPRIOT AUTHORITIES 
(THOUGH JUDGING IT BEST NOT TO TAKE A FORMAL POSITION). 
DENKTASH DID NOT DEMUR.
